W A R giv es a liberal educatio n to Americans who go to France. It opens 
their ey es straightway to many things hereto fo re hidden. 
The Sammies 


pick up quickly an insight into the real characteristics o f Eu ropean nations 
— a matter fro m which o ur stay -at-ho m e peo ple are as go o d 
as shu t ou t. 
The Sammies learn, first o f all, that the French are no t the light, lax , de 
generate fo lk many Americans hav e tho ught them, and that the English are 
far different fro m the traditio nal American v iew o f them. 
It is this latter disco v ery that seem s to o ccasio n .mo st surprise. 
An 
American lieutenant, in a letter to his father, published In the Beav er 
Valley (Pa.) News, breaks Into this delighted eulo gy : 
‘Do y o u kno w, 
dad, the British are a wo nderful peo ple?

Their o pen-hearted friend­ 
liness, their admiratio n fo r America, and their sense o f humo r hav e cap­ 
tured the hearts o f ev ery o ne o f us who were sent to them fo r instructio n. 
“ They fight and fight with fury , and y et I nev er saw the slightest ev i­ 
dence o f ‘h ate/ 
After o v er three y ears o f defeat, disappo intm ent, and ter­ 
rible lo sses, their spirit and mo rale are unbeliev able. 
“ 1 nev er saw such o ptimism as their To m m ies and o fficers sho wed ev ery ­ 
where. 
They were eager to attack, and at the sam e tim e knew that each 
attack caused them lo sses o f who le battalio ns. I canno t believ e that ev en 
‘scientific’ Germany can equal British o rganizatio n and tho ro ughness. Cer­ 
tainly no German mo rale can ev er equal the English.

I nev er saw a better 
lo o king ty pe o f men. 
They are genero us. 
They are mo dest.

abso lutely fearless. They lo st sev en tho usand killed befo re Lens, but fif­ 
teen tho usand German dead lay o ppo site.

to -hand bay o net fighting.

“ When a fight is o n they fight with but the tho ught to kill and win. 
When it is o v er, they are im m ediately genero us and m erciful. 
They do no t

Any o ne who has clo sely fo llo wed the co urse o f the war must reco g­ 
nize that this is an accurate characterizatio n. 
It is o nly just to o ur allies 
that we sho uld learn to regard them in so fav o rable a light. 
And it is a 
pleasure to any fair-m inded American to substitute this picture fo r the 
prejudiced set o f Impressio ns we hav e gained fro m o ne-sided instructio n 


and absurd stage caricatures.

gro und we hav e had y et fo r calm co nfidence in the shipping situatio n 
They rev eal eno rmo us lo sses, and at the same tim e suggest that the ship­ 
builders hav e really begun to gain o n the U-bo ats, and unless so m e new 


facto r interv enes will so o n hav e the upper hand. 
During the war giere hav e been nearly 12,000,000 
to ns o f shipping 
lo st by allied and neutral natio ns, due to subm arines and natural causes 
to gether. The new co nstructio n has been o nly a little mo re than half o f 
that amo unt. 
Thus there is a deficit o f mo re than 5 ,000,000 to ns. 
But 
abo ut half o f that deficit has been made go o d by the seizure o f German 
and Austrian ships, leav ing a net lo ss to the no n-German wo rld o f o nly 


2.632.000 to ns in nearly fo ur y ears. 


Fo r the last y ear the destructio n has been particularly heav y .

the figures sho w unmistakably that in recent m o nths the destructio n has 


diminished, and co nstructio n is increasing with unprecedented rapidity .

Proud Man the Sole Liv ing Creature 
Capable of Deliberately Inflicting 
Suffering on 6 thers. 


A cruel person Is one who exults 
in 
the puin, mental or b odily, suffered b y 
another. Cruelty has its b usls in uuger 
(and thus is related to the comb ativ e 
Instinct), though there Is a cold-b lood­ 
ed form of cruelty which may b o en­ 
joyed without uny ob trusiv e feeling of 
anger, Henry Campb ell writes in tha 
Lancet, London. 
Cruelty, implying as it does self-, 
consciousness—the ab ility to realize 
the feelings of others—is essentially a 
human attrib ute. 
Children who Im­ 
pale frogs and ev iscerate flies cunnot 
b e said to b e cruel, for they know not 
what they do. Nor are the lower ani­ 
mals cruel, seeing that they are wholly 
unconscious of the sufferings of oth­ 
ers. Thus the charge of cruelty against 
the carniv ora is unjust. These animals 
generally destroy their v ictims out­ 
right and in the rare cases (e. g., cat 
and mouse) where they prolong the 
suffering they hav e no knowledge of 
the pain they are causing. 
When, 
therefore, we stigmatize the conduct of 
the cruel man us “b rutui” we wrong 
the b rutes. 
The animal which attacks another, 
and in so doing causes puin, merely 
responds to u b lind, unthinking in­ 
stinct ; b ut man, proud limn, who looks 
b efore and after, is ab le to realize and 
take pleasure in the pain he delib er­ 
ately, and b y sub tle means mayb e, seta 
out to cause. 
It is clearly ab surd to 
speak of his conduct as “b rutal.” 
Rather should we call It dev ilish, the 
dev il usually b eing credited with a 
goodly share of intelligence. We must 
cease to lib el the b rutes b y designat­ 
ing the b usest acts of man as b rutal. 
As a m atter of fact, they cannot be 
charged with nonmoral conduct, « ee* 
ing that they are dev oid of self-eon* 
-’lousuess.

wick, but he never left bis bed after­ 
ward. In ten days he was dead. The 
exact date is uncertain.

wards the end of August, 1688, be­ 
tween two and throe months before 
the landing of King William. 
Bun­ 
yan was sixty years of age. 
He was 
buried In Mr, Strudwick’sj vault in 
the burying ground at Bunhlll Fields.

Idea of Blotting Paper W as the Direct 
Result of Act’ of Careless 
Workman. 


Blotting p ap er, like many another 
valuable discovery, was found entirely 
by accident. One day in a p ap er mill 
in Berkshire, England, a careless work­ 
man forgot to p ut in the sizing and It 
was necessary to throw out the entire 
lot as sp oiled. 
Later the angry p ro­ 
p rietor sat down to write a note and 
p ossibly for reasons of economy used a 
sheet of the condemned p ap er. To his 
increased annoyance the Ink sp read all 
over the p ap er and he was about to 
give up In disgust when the thought 
struck him that it might be p ossible to 
use the p ap er for absorbing ink in 
p lace of the sand then universally used. 
After some successful exp erimenting 
he was able to disp ose of his entire 
damaged stock under the name of blot­ 
ting p ap er. 
From that time on blotting p ap er 
came Into general use. At first it was 
always p ink in color, red rags being 
used. Red was a fast color and diffi­ 
cult to bleach, hence the red rags were 
useless in manufacturing writing p a- 
p np er. But as the color of blotting p a­ 
p er did not interfere with its useful­ 
ness, red or p ink was as good a color 
as any other, and thus p rovided a 
means of utilizing otherwise wasted 
material.
